The National Intelligence Distinguished Service Medal has been awarded to 
Robert Bowie for his performance as Director of the National Foreign Assessment 
Center.

NEW NFAC DIRECTOR ANNOUNCED 


We are indeed fortunate to have a person of the stature and experience of Bruce 
C. Clarke, Jr., to assume the position of Director of the National Foreign Assessment 
Center. Bruce joined the Agency in 1953, rising rapidly through the analytical and 
managerial ranks to become the first Director of the Office of Strategic Research 
when it was created in 1967. From 1973 to 1978, he was on assignment to the 
Department of Defense where he served as the Representative of the Secretary at the 
Mutual and Balanced Force Reduction talks in Vienna. For his work in this capacity, 
he was awarded the DoD Medal for Distinguished Public Service. In April of this 
year he rejoined us at the Agency as Executive Secretary to the NFAC Production 
Board. 

Bruce was graduated from Syracuse University with an AB degree in Political 
Science in 1948. In 1966, he received his Master of Arts degree in International 
Relations from the American University. He is also a graduate of the Sorbonne in 
Paris, and the National War College.
